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Claims 26-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear what stage is refered to by "said differential amplifier" on line 19 of claim 26 as it 
would be the signals from the differential pair defined on line 9 that would have their error 
reduced, but the only 'differential amplifier' defined is the "differential error amplifier" on line 14. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:
